Thank you for your recent letter in which you express 
concern about the policies governing the Administration’s 
support for overseas family planning programs. . 

The policy of this Administration is to provide strong 
support for voluntary population programs, but firm 
opposition to the use or advocacy of abortion as a method 
of family planning. This policy, as you are aware, is 
based on the statutory law governing U.S. foreign assis- 
tance, and it was announced by the United States at the 
International Conference on Population sponsored by the 
United Nations and held in Mexico City in August, 1984. 

To implement this policy, the Agency for International 
Development (AID) does not provide U.S. funds to foreign 
nongovernmental organizations that perform or actively 
promote abortion as a method of family planning. This 
policy does not infringe on the rights of foreign 
organizations to decide how they will spend their own 
funds, nor on the opportunity third world women have to * 
obtain advice from whomever they wish regarding their 
pregnancies. Rather, the United States has the right 
to decide how it will spend its funds for population 
assistance. 

It is important to note that implementation of the 
Administration's policy (i.e., AID'S withholding funds from 
foreign organizations which engage in abortion activities) 
has not reduced our total family planning assistance. AID 
has increased its support for family planning under this 
Administration, and AID remains the largest single donor 
in international family planning, providing more than 
40 percent of the estimated $500 million in assistance 
from all international donors last year. 

AID considers population assistance to be a critical 
part of its effort to improve the health and survival of 
mothers and children. Family planning makes possible 
adequate birth spacing , thereby lowering maternal and . 
child mortality rates. Administration policy emphasizes 
contraception, rather than abortion, as a means of 
child-spacing, and AID' s- support for family planning 
services measurably reduces reliance on abortion.

Each of the major U.S. organizations that have requested 
new grants since August 1984, except Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America which has sued AID, has accepted 
funding subject to the restrictions against providing 
appropriated funds to foreign organizations that conduct 
abortion activities. These U.S. organizations continue 
to operate effective programs making subgrants to 
nongovernmental organizations in foreign countries. 

In conclusion, I do not believe the Administration is 
prepared to alter the Mexico City policy. 

Again, thanks for setting aside the time to send me your 
thoughts and for your kind words cf encouragement. Please 
accept my best wishes.
